Hip-Hop’s 
Dream Team 


ENTERTAINMENT WEEKLY got 

an early earful of the 
long-awaited album from Jay-Z 
and Kanye West. And yes, it’s as 
good as you'd hoped.

THIS YEAR THERE’S NO RELEASE as anticipated—or 
as shrouded in secrecy—as Watch the Throne. Jay-Z, 41, and 
Kanye West, 34, two solo superstars and longtime friends, 
have joined forces for a full-length collaboration, and hip-hop 
fans are waiting with bated breath. It now appears that the 
album, in the works since last fall, could drop in just a few 
weeks. So where is the promotional single to heat up the 
airwaves? The big-budget video that racks up Vevo and 
YouTube plays? The magazine covers with the pair draped 
in expensive jewelry or the major TV-show appearances to 
alert the masses? Well, these top-tier rhymers seem to 
have no interest in the traditional record-promotion play- 
book. With 15 No. 1 aloums—and not a single flop—between 
them, the duo seem content to rely on their star power and 
industry cred to sell albums. 

So how are they promoting Throne? On July 7, three 
days after the set became available for preorder online, 
Jay-Z, clad in a Yankees cap, white V-neck tee, and shell-toe 
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Adidas, invited friends and a few select 
journalists—including yours truly— 
to NYC’s Mercer hotel for an intimate 
early listen. (West, who has largely 
steered clear of the press since his 
November 2010 showdown with 
Today’s Matt Lauer, was notably absent.) 
The rappers—who have been using 
two floors of the posh inn as a recording 
studio since the beginning of the year— 
are still buffing and polishing Throne, 
so guests were asked not to quote 
specific lyrics, since they might change. 
(Song titles are also still tentative.) But 
even in its rough state, Throne proves to 
be a masterpiece. No exaggeration. 
Though the disc was mostly crafted 
in New York, songs were also recorded in 
Paris, Los Angeles, Australia, and Bath, 
England. In an era when musicians 
can link through emails, swapping their 
verses and edits over the Internet, 
Jay and Kanye opted to be in the same 
room at the same time for the entire 
process. (‘The two go way back: West 
got his big break as a record producer 
on Jay’s 2001 album The Blueprint; 
Jay-Z’s Roc-A-Fella Records went on to 
release West's acclaimed debut album, 
2004’s The College Dropout.) To record, 
one would fly to where the other was 
touring and they’d set up shop. “If we 
were going to do it, we were going to do 
it together,” Jay said. “No mailing it in.”

The influences of the international 
locales are evident. “Living So Italian” 
aptly samples tenor Andrea Bocelli’s “Con 
Te Partird.” English dubstep sensation 
Flux Pavilion’s “I Can’t Stop” is featured 
on another walloping cut. But it’s the 
true grit of hip-hop’s spirit that really 
shines through on each track, especially 
on “Otis,” which finds the tag team 
bullying all naysayers into submission 
with their marvelous wordplay. 

And though the album title suggests 
grandiosity and majesty, Throne is lyri- 
cally well-balanced and accessible. There 
are opulent raps dripping with swag for

sure—not to mention the mandatory 
appearance by Jay-Z’s other half, 
Beyoncé (on the radiant “Lift Off”)—but 
several tracks smack of militancy, worry, 
and grief. (“H.A.M.,” their pompous, 
bordering-on-pretentious single, was 
released in January, but now there’s no 
certainty it'll even make the final album.) 

On one sullen cut, the guys apologize 
to their future offspring for the lives 
they'll inherit: Jay regrets that his kid 
will have paparazzi lenses on him from 
birth; Kanye, meanwhile, vows that 
his son will be the exact opposite of 
him, meaning perfectly behaved... 
and possibly Republican. At the listen- 
ing session, Jay confessed that he 
almost didn’t want to rap alongside 
Kanye on this one, because his friend’s 
affecting verse delves deeply into 
personal sorrows—including the death 
of his mother, Donda West. 

Aside from occasional creative 
differences, Jay assured the room that 
recording with Kanye—a notorious 
perfectionist known to knock heads in 
the studio—was a positive experience. 
“He’s difficult to work with for specific, 
well-intentioned reasons,” he said. 

So when, exactly, will this joint opus 
hit stores? No date has been announced, 
and Jay promises only that it will be 
“soon.” But for many, that can’t possibly 
be soon enough. @

Taking On the Tabloids 


Hugh Grant speaks out about the phone- 
hacking allegations that shut down Britain’s 
News of the World. sy cuarK coLtis 


BRITAIN’S BEST-SELLING Sunday 
paper, News of the World, closed down last 
week following allegations that it hacked 
the phones of celebrities like Sienna 
Miller, Jude Law, and Gwyneth Paltrow. 
The paper is also accused of hijacking 
voicemails meant for the royal family, 
British politicians, and—perhaps most 
shockingly—a 13-year-old murder victim 
named Milly Dowler. (Journalists allegedly 
deleted some messages, potentially 
slowing down the police investigation.)

In May, Sienna Milller was 
reportedly awarded more 
than $150,000 from the paper, 
which had improperly 
accessed her mobile phones. 


The public campaign against the 
168-year-old tabloid—which is owned by 
Rupert Murdoch’s News Corp.—has 
been in large part led by the unlikely 
figure of Hugh Grant. Earlier this year, 
the Bridget Jones actor secretly recorded 
an ex-News of the World reporter, Paul 
McMullan, admitting that phone hacking 
was “routine.” He then published a 
damning transcript of their chat in the 
U.K. magazine New Statesman. 

In the wake of the paper’s sudden clo- 
sure, Grant, 50, talked to EW about turn- 
ing the tables on his tabloid tormentors. 
How did you get involved in this story? 

I was told I was hacked about six years 


The scandal has been brewing 
since 2006, when an editor 
was arrested for intercepting 
phone messages meant 
for Princes William and Harry, 
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ago and the 
police did noth- 
ing about it. 
Then [ had this 
extraordinary encounter with a 
[former] News of the World journalist 
when my car broke down. When he 
started boasting about how they’d 
been tapping my phone, and every- 
one’s phone, I was so appalled I did go 
back a few months later and I got him 
doing it again [on tape] over a few 
drinks. That created quite a big stir. 
But until [the Milly Dowler story] 
came out properly...it was difficult to 
get the whole country outraged. But 
now they are incandescent. 

This is obviously a grim story. But was 
there a thrill in taping McMullan? 

Yes. It felt like symmetry for sure. You 
know, they hacked me, I hacked him. 
How did you feel when you heard they 
were closing News of the World? 

I’m sorry for the noneditorial staff, 
who are innocent, you know. But that 
newspaper was finished. No one would 
buy it and no one would advertise in 
it, because people were so revolted. 
News Corp. is an enormously powerful 
global media organization whose assets 
include 20th Century Fox. Do you worry 
that your role in this episode is going to 
affect your career? 

It doesn’t bother me at all. Not remotely. 
I’m not wildly ambitious to make lots 

of films at the moment anyway. It would 
certainly stick in my craw to work for 
Fox. I did make one film for them 

16 years ago [the comedy Nine Months], 
but I was naive then. I didn’t even know 
who owned it. I was just a beginner.

JUDGING NANCY GRACE 


Ranting for Ratings 


LOVE HER OR HATE HER, Nancy Grace is having a 
moment. Not long after Casey Anthony was acquitted of 
first-degree murder in the death of her daughter, Caylee, 
Grace's famous response—“The devil is dancing”—started 
popping up on T-shirts in New York City. Her condemnation 
of the verdict brought almost 3 million viewers to HLN, 
the largest audience in the network’s 29-year history. 
Certainly, Grace’s outrage resonated with many Americans. 
But some worry that by appointing herself a one-woman 
judge and jury, she’s giving fans a distorted view of the justice 
system. “Grace is an embarrassment to law and journalism,” 
says Stephen Gillers, a law professor at New York University. 
“She's a practitioner of bottom-feeding entertainment.” 
Grace declined to comment for this story, but supporters 
say she’s just fighting for Caylee’s rights. “I know many people 
consider her coverage over-the-top,” says Marc Klaas, father 
of Polly Klaas, who was kidnapped and killed in 1993. “But 
she’s done more for victims than anybody out there today.” 
Whether she’s an activist or simply a ratings chaser, it’s 
hard to deny that Grace helped turn Anthony into a star. 
“Tn this reality TV era, Nancy Grace created this character— 
Tot Mom—and made her a celebrity,” says Roy Peter Clark, 
senior scholar at the Poynter Institute for journalism and 
democracy. And as Grace should know by now, convicting a 
celebrity is no easy feat. —Melissa Maerz

HOW TO DIRECT 
ALOVE SCENE 


ee First, you tell Friends With Benefits stars 
5 DIRECTOR Justin Timberlake and Mila Kunis to get (almost) 
Friends With Benefits naked. And that’s when the real work begins. 


| NEVER WENT TO FILM SCHOOL. I learned most everything I know by working 
on failed TV shows I created. A lot cheaper for me, but a whole lot more expensive 
for the networks that funded those misses. In retrospect, Fox and NBC should 
have just sent me to NYU and saved themselves millions in production costs. And that 
way I might have taken a class in how to direct a love scene instead of finding myself 
in virgin territory (ahem) on the set of my new movie, Friends With Benefits. Whether 
I did it right is for the ticket buyer to decide—hopefully on the opening weekend 
of July 22. The other movie opening is Captain America, which, if you think about 
it, is really just a retread of No Strings Attached. But I did learn a lot and I’ll share it 
with you in case you have to film a love scene anytime soon. Legitimate or not. 

> LIGHTING Make sure your film stars genetically perfect specimens like Justin 
Timberlake and Mila Kunis so you don’t have to waste any time lighting. There is not 
one angle in any kind of backlight, top light, sunlight, or klieg light in which this pair 
does not look stunningly gorgeous. I could have filmed them with a Flip camera and 
a headlamp, and they would have still looked amazing. If you’re not lucky enough to 
have Justin and Mila, use candlelight, put the camera as far away as possible, and 
shoot through a piece of cheesecloth. This new HD format is very unforgiving, 

~» CHEMISTRY Give your actors time to get to know each other. Justin and Mila had 
never met before, but instead of making them do trust falls or a ropes course 
I decided to shoot the first half of the movie in New York City. I figured spending 
16 hours a day working together out in public, surrounded by 8 million people, would 
give them time to foster “chemistry.” What I didn’t figure was how hard it was going to 
be. Tourists in Central Park, Grand Central station, and Times Square don’t exactly 
“respect the creative process.” To say it was a zoo would be unfair to the Bronx Zoo. 
When you see the movie, try to picture thousands of people screaming and taking 
pictures right outside the frame of every single scene shot in 
New York. (The upside was we didn’t need to send the studio 
dailies; they could just go on YouTube and watch the footage 
from the day before.) Thanks to this, the actors were thrown 
together in a surreal experience the likes of which only the 
other could understand. By the time we were ready to shoot 
the sex scenes, they were sufficiently chemistried. 

~ CLOSED SET Make your actors feel comfortable. Hollywood 
protocol is to limit the number of crew members on hand 
when shooting naked actors. That means we went from

150 people on set 
down to about 15 for 
the love scenes. You'll 
see that the scenes 
look exactly like the 
rest of the movie, which 
raises the question, 
why couldn’t we have 
shot the entire movie 
with a skeleton crew? 
Answer: unions. That 
was ajoke. I love unions. The crew actu- 
ally has to work harder on a closed set 
to prepare for every contingency. A bed 
leg broke once, and a swarm of crew 
members rushed the set and built a 
new one in under a minute. 

+ WARDROBE/PERFORMANCE Let pasties 
be your guide. Even though Friends With 
Benefits is a comedy and the sex scenes 
are meant to be funny, they are still sex 
scenes. Which means our leads had to 
be almost naked. I say almost, because 
the only thing keeping them from “com- 
pletely” was the tiniest amount of fabric 
affixed to their R-rated bits. If we could 
see any of this fabric on camera, we 
had to adjust to cover it. I was like the 
opposite of a porn director: “Stretch 
your foot over his butt.” “Raise your 
left arm half an inch higher.” “Arch 
your back up. Too far! Now hold it for a 
20-minute take.” Something I thought 
was going to be sensual quickly 
became physical and mathematical. 
Which leads me to the most important 
tip of all: Make sure your actors are in- 
credibly good sports. I hit the lottery with 
Justin and Mila. All they wanted was to 
try to make a good 
movie. Because 
there’s nothing 
sexual about shoot- 
ing a love scene. It’s 
technical, embar- 
rassing, and ex- 
hausting. Wait a 
second. Maybe it is

Saying Goodbye toa 
Pioneering First Lady 


It may be difficult to imagine, in this era when substance 
abuse and rehab stints provide endless fodder for 
memoirs, gossip sites, talk shows, and reality TV series, 
but there was a time when such things simply weren't 
discussed. Betty Ford changed all of that. Vaulted 
unexpectedly into the role of First Lady in 1974 amid the 
turmoil of the Watergate scandal, Ford—who died of 
natural causes on July 8 in Rancho Mirage, Calif, at age 
93—reminded a nation scarred by secrets and lies of the 
liberating power of unvarnished honesty. Her greatest 
taboo-smashing legacy came from her decision to talk 
openly about her own battle with addiction to 

alcohol and prescription pills. In 1982, Ford founded the 
rehabilitation center that bears her name, and over 

the ensuing decades, nearly 100,000 people— 

including such celebrities as Robert Downey Jr. Drew 
Barrymore, and Elizabeth Taylor—have passed through 
its doors in search of help. “When | was on my way to 
the Betty Ford Center, | turned to one of my friends and 
said, ‘You know, I've finally made it,” Kelsey Grammer 
once joked. Despite her fame and influence, Ford never 
held herself above anyone who shared her struggle. 

“I've been at meetings where someone turned and 
thanked me,” she once wrote. “| hugged the person and 
Said, ‘Don’t thank me, thank yourself you're the one who 
did it, with God's help” —JosH ROTTENBERG

But apparently 
there are a few other, less talked- 
about things that come with great 
power.

shadows of a towering overpass. He’s deep in his own 


world, alone. An elaborate system of rigs and wires is 
suspended from the underbelly of a trestle eight stories 
high. Soon he'll be up there. And with the help of some 
million-dollar movie magic, he'll discover for the first time 
what it’s like to slingshot through the night sky on sugar- 
spun webs of thread. Before he does, though, there’s a 
more mundane concern: Spider-Man has an itch. So the 
masked man reaches up and peels back his bug-eyed 
hoodie, revealing...the guy from The Social Network.

It’s been four not-so-long years since 
Spidey and his science-whiz alter ego, 
Peter Parker, last defied gravity on 
screen. But since then, almost every- 
thing about the Marvel superhero has 
been scrapped and built back up from 
the studs. When we left off, actor Tobey 
Maguire and director Sam Raimi were 
shattering box office records with the 
same radioactive powers they used to 
trounce Doc Ock and the Green Goblin. 
But back then, even the most die-hard 
diehard had to admit that when the end 
credits rolled in 2007’s Spider-Man 38, 
the signs of franchise fatigue were 
abundantly clear. That third chapter 
had too many villains, about three 
times too many story lines, and a silly 
black suit of goo that seemed to be a 
metaphor for how weighed down in 
broody, dark-side funkiness the series 
had become. Commercially, Spider- 
Man was still swinging; creatively, it 
seemed on empty. 


Sony Pictures’ Spidey senses were 
tingling. Maybe it was time to start 
fresh. And after Maguire and Raimi 
bowed out, the studio made the deci- 
sion to go back to the comic books and 
spin a new story with a new director 
(Mare Webb of (500) Days of Summer), 
a new Spider-Man (Andrew Garfield), 
and a new direction described as “more 
contemporary,” “more gritty,” and 
“more character-driven.” The implica- 
tion being “less like Spider-Man 3.” 

While all of this reboot talk may 
sound like inevitable marketing hype— 
an attempt to keep yawning fanboys 
interested—one thing that’s obvious 
visiting the set of the optimistically 
titled The Amazing Spider-Man is that 
things are definitely different. For the 
superhero’s latest incarnation, Peter 
Parker isn’t just a do-gooder, he’s an 
existential outsider. Mary Jane Watson 
is out. Peter’s first love, Gwen Stacy 
(Emma Stone), is in. And Raimi’s 
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sugar-shock, eye-candy computer F/X 
are being scaled back a bit in favor of 
more practical stunts, which are being 
filmed in 3-D. All of which brings us to 
tonight’s main attraction—the chance to 
watch the new guy in the Spidey suit risk 
his freshly minted career and his neck. 

It’s the last week of the big-budget 
film’s 94-day shoot. Up to this point, 
no journalist has been allowed within 
a web shot of the top secret set. 
Despite this, or more likely because of 
it, the cast and crew are loose-lipped, 
revealing things they probably 
shouldn't, like the identity of the film’s 
villain. Which is why we can exclu- 
sively confirm that Rhys Ifans will be 
playing Dr. Curt Connors, who, in an 
experiment gone wrong, transforms 
into one of Spidey’s most formidable 
comic-book foes, the Lizard. 

As the crew busily prepares for 
tonight’s soaring, death-defying money 
shot, all eyes are on Garfield as he 
stares up at the mazes of scaffolding 
overhead. The stunt crew huddles with 
him to discuss his safety. After, as he 
gathers his nerves, Garfield sheepishly 
waves to a middle-aged couple stand- 
ing 20 feet away. They are Mr. and 
Mrs. Garfield, and they look both 
proud and slightly nauseous. After all,

part of them has to be thinking: Our 
son’s life will never be the same after this. 


WO MONTHS LATER, The 

Amazing Spider-Man has 

wrapped. For the better part 

of the next year the film will 
be digitally tarted up by guys drinking 
Mountain Dew in front of computers. 
Meanwhile, Andrew Garfield (yes, he 
survived!) is slouched on a sofa on the 
Sony lot in Los Angeles forming his first 
answers to the barrage of questions he'll 
be answering during that time. 

He’s soft-spoken, earnest, and sur- 
prisingly boyish for 27. You get the 
sense that he probably spent most of 
his childhood lying on the floor poring 
over graphic novels. And you’d be 


Spider-Man issue 6 signed by Stan 
Lee. “I also have an original figurine 
of Penguin from the ’60s,” he says 
with a slight British accent. When 
asked what it must have been like for 
his parents to watch him risk his life 
on set, Garfield says, “It was really 
moving, because they know how much 
this character has meant to me since 
I was a kid.” 

It’s true. While anyone who’s even 
remotely familiar with Spider-Man 
knows that his origin story revolves 
around a spider bite that turns geeky 
high schooler Peter Parker into a web- 
slinging superhero, few would guess 
how similar Garfield’s own origin 
story is. It goes like this: Young boy 
grows up in the south of England in a 
middle-class family; he is small for 
his age and not the most popular, feels 
like an outsider, and escapes into a 
world of his own imagination where he 
feels invincible. “I always felt stronger 
inside than I looked on the outside,

which got me into trouble,” he says. 
“T related to Peter Parker so much 
because I felt like someone else inside. 
I loved the comic books and the ani- 
mated TV series, and I even dressed 
up as Spider-Man as a kid. My brother 
was Superman.” 

The actor was 18 when Raimi 
and Maguire’s first Spidey flick hit 
theaters. “That rekindled every- 
thing,” Garfield says. “I bought a 
pirated copy on Portobello Road and 
watched it over and over with my 
buddy Terry. The action sequences 
were so expansive and breathtaking, 
with Tobey swinging through the air. 
It just floored me!” 

It goes without saying that Gar- 
field is several degrees less famous 
than Maguire was when he was cast 
in 2002’s Spider-Man. And his director, 
Webb, admits that he didn’t immedi- 
ately see the relatively unknown 
Brit in the part. “We auditioned hun- 
dreds of actors, and then we screen- 
tested four or five,” Webb says.

“Andrew was probably the least- 
known person. But I kept going back 
and watching him, thinking, ‘What is 
this guy doing?’” 

Now that he’s turned his boyhood 
dream into grown-up reality, Gar- 
field’s trying to be careful not to let it 
go to his head. He makes a point of 
saying that the role is only his tempo- 
rarily (although he’s already signed on 
for a sequel), and he’s almost sheep- 
ishly deferential to his predecessor in 
the Spidey suit. “Tobey did an amaz- 
ing job,” he says. “This isn’t a replace- 
ment. I want to be clear about that. It’s 
another chapter.” 

Webb was in many ways an equally 
odd choice to be handed the reins of 
the billion-dollar franchise. Before 
being tapped for the reboot, the 
36-year-old had directed only one 
film—the quirky 2009 rom-com (500) 
Days of Summer—a movie that cost

roughly one-twentieth of what The 
Amazing Spider-Man is budgeted for. 
Still, the studio was convinced that 
Webb’s handle on character and emo- 
tion would trump his inexperience 
with pricey, three-ring summer shock 
and awe. 

“Sam was brilliant at creating the 
comic-book-panel colors and giving us 
the traditional Peter Parker,” says pro- 
ducer and former Marvel honcho Avi 
Arad. “What Marc brings to the movie 
is amore realistic, more contemporary 
feel. You look at (500) Days and you see 
that Marc is a softy. He’s very con- 
cerned with emotion.” That’s good 
news for Emma Stone, the actress 
trying to make fanboys forget about 
Kirsten Dunst and her affinity for 
upside-down smooches in the rain. 
“When I’m watching movies like this, if 
I don’t find something I can relate to 
story-wise and character-wise, it’s just 
a bunch of noise,” she says. “You feel 
like a 4-year-old watching fireworks. 
With Marc, you just know that the film 
will be grounded in reality.” 

However, Webb still knows his way 
around a comics store. His geek bona 
fides are solid. Webb grew up three 
blocks away from Capital City Com- 
ics in Madison, Wis.

Platoons of Hollywood marketers 
show up in San Diego every year at 
the convention with the goal of drum- 
ming up buzz for their big-ticket 
movies. But occasionally they slink off 
battered and bruised if, to quote Star 
Wars, fans decide these “aren’t the 
droids” they’re looking for. 

The Amazing Spider-Man doesn’t 
come out for another 12 months—July 
3, 2012, to be exact. But it’s arguably 
the most anticipated film at this 
year’s event. Bloggers have been 
rabidly weighing in on the heresy of 
replacing Sam Raimi, and whether 
the movie’s 3-D will be more Avatar 
or, gulp, Clash of the Titans. Then 
there’s the question of whether this 
Spidey rebooting is too much, too 
soon. After all, Christopher Nolan 
waited eight years before reintroduc- 
ing Batman. Superman was retired 
from the big screen for 19 years 
between Christopher Reeve and 
Brandon Routh. The last time anyone 
attempted to re-kick-start things this 
quickly was with 2008's The Incredible 
Hulk. And how’d that work out? 

Team Spidey knows that the first 


NO ONE LOVES to debate arcane minutiae more 
than comic-book geeks. And with The Amazing 
Spider-Man, they'll have plenty to argue about. 
One of the hottest topics is likely to be the 
mechanical web-shooters on Spidey’s wrists— 
a bit of high-tech gizmology that brainiac 
Peter Parker first cooked up in the original 
Stan Lee/Steve Ditko comics but that was 
AWOL from Sam Raimi's trilogy (Tobey 
Maguire's silly string sprayed organically from 
his wrists).

in 2012. But if Armageddon can wait until 
at least the end of the calendar year, the 
denizens of Planet Comic-Con would be eternally grateful, 
for 2012 is shaping up to be the most geektastic movie year 
ever. Christopher Nolan will bring his Batman trilogy to a 
close with The Dark Knight Rises. Peter Jackson will head 
back to Middle-earth with The Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey. 
Marvel Studios will assemble all of its big-screen do-gooders 
in one film for The Avengers. The Amazing Spider-Man will 
introduce a younger, grittier wall crawler, while Man of Steel 
o will introduce an older, seasoned Superman. Combined 
. with Ridley Scott’s long-awaited return to science fiction 
with Prometheus, Daniel Craig’s long-delayed next James

Hunter, and The Hunger Games, Hollywood’s 
geek output in 2012 could yield the highest- 
grossing year in movie history and shape the face 
of pop culture for the next decade. 

Yet amid the gold rush, there are fears of a 
<,—7, bust—at least in the superhero sector. Several 
R prominent comic-book-savvy filmmakers tell EW 
a that trend-chasing execs still don’t understand 
the genre well enough to know the marketplace 
potential of some properties (see: Kick-Ass and Scott 
Pilgrim vs. the World) or unlock the creative potential 
in truly promising material (see: The Green Hornet 
and Green Lantern). And given how many superhero 
stories since 9/11 have mined the war-on-terror 
horror and politics for inspiration, Hollywood will 
need to find new sources of real-world relevancy for 
its caped crusaders. On the flip side, there’s one big 
reason to hope, and he wields a mighty hammer. The 
surprise success of Thor refutes the notion that movie- 
goers won’t go for anything but iconic properties like 
Batman and Spider-Man. It also introduced a new 
perspective on the superhero, one marked by hubris and 
repentance, not tragedy and vengeance. 

Nonetheless, the industry is beginning to look beyond 
comic books for new reserves of amazing heroes and 
astonishing tales. Perhaps the biggest trend (also presaged 
by Thor) is a shift toward mythic and fairy-tale fantasy. 
Besides The Hobbit, 2012 will bring Clash of the Titans 2, 
Bryan Singer’s Jack the Giant Killer, two Snow White 
movies, and the deliciously titled Hansel and Gretel: Witch 
Hunters. For fans of Comic-Con culture, the watershed 
year to come is exciting not just for its gamut of momen- 
tous movies, but because of provocative renewal and 
refreshing change. Please, apocalypse: not now.

Star Wars’ first promotional poster ] 
sold for $1.75 at the 1976 Comic-Con 
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ALONG TIME AGO, ina galaxy far, far 
away (which is to say, San Diego), a 
nascent film company went to Comic- 
Con inspired by a thought that would take the rest 
of Hollywood many more years to embrace. The 
year was 1976—one year before Star Wars took 
the world by storm and transformed pop culture. 
George Lucas’ marketing maven Charley Lippincott 
decided to use Comic-Con (then a modest hotel 
gathering of a.couple thousand comic-book fans 
and sci-fi/fantasy buffs) as ground zero for a 
grassroots buzz-building campaign for the movie. 
“At the time, science fiction was considered a 
dead genre,” says Steve Sansweet, Lucasfilm’s 
current fan-relations adviser. “Charley was brilliant 
enough, or desperate enough, to know what 
needed to be done.” Lippincott talked up the movie 
from a meager card table and hawked special Star 
Wars posters (far left), made to help subsidize 
the trip, for $1.75. (Today they sell for more than 
$3,000.) Lucasfilm has been at Comic-Con every 
year since. No more card tables, though. This year, 
the company’s massive booth will include a black- 
box theater offering a preview of the Star 
Wars: The Complete Saga Blu-ray set 
(complete with never-before-seen 
deleted scenes), out SEPT.

HE THRILLING CONCLUSION to a phenomenal 
cinematic story 10 years in the telling, Harry Potter 
and the Deathly Hallows—Part 2 is proof that 
authentic movie excitement is its own form of 
magic. Half the spell-casting formula lies in what 
the audience itself brings to the eighth and final 
movie made from J.K. Rowling’s culture-shaping 
literary epic: namely, its fondness for and fascina- 
tion with every one of Rowling’s characters, down to the last 
goblin, Death Eater, and professor of Defense Against the 
Dark Arts. (The sight of intrepid Maggie Smith as unsink- 
able Professor Minerva McGonagall is an occasion for 
unchecked delight; and look, there’s indispensable David 
Bradley again as cranky caretaker Argus Filch!) The potent

artistic self-confidence and complexity with 
which the movies themselves have grown and 
deepened over the years. Raised to maturity 
under the well-tempered direction of David 
Yates and the wise screenwriting of Steve 
Kloves, the saga culminates in a finale as satis- 
fying and emotionally intense—frightening, 
sad, and ultimately comforting—as it is visually 
grand. This is an ending suitable for The End. 

Millions already know what’s at stake in 
Part 2, but those who don’t won't find their 
surprise ruined in this review. It’s safe to say 
that when the story resumes, Harry, Ron, and 
Hermione (Daniel Radcliffe, Rupert Grint, and 
Emma Watson, now graceful adults and grace- 
ful actors) continue their mission, established 
in Part 1, to destroy the rest of the seven magi- 
cal Horcruxes that contain pieces of the soul of 
that hideous, snake-nosed be-all and end-all of 
evil, Lord Voldemort. And as Voldemort, Ralph 
Fiennes reaches new expressive highs—better 
to call them lows?—with every crook of a fang- 
nailed finger signifying his pain and his fury at 
Harry, the Boy Who Lived. Time is running 
out. Hogwarts is under siege. Harry observes 
others sacrificing their lives to protect him 
(there’s real death here, just like in the real 
world) and wrestles with his obligations, not 
only as a wizard but as a man. 

With so much heightened action and 
wrenching emotion, pacing is key. And here 
Yates and his outstanding production team 
excel. In an episode nearly bursting—at times 
precariously flooded—with the abundance 
of Rowling’s imagination, the narrative clicks 
together like an enchanted puzzle. The set 
pieces are fantastical, including a wild ride— 
harking back to Harry’s first broomstick 
escapades—in which Harry, Ron, and 
Hermione sneak into Gringotts Bank, past 
rows of Dickensian goblins, to break into 
Bellatrix Lestrange’s vault. The feeling that 
Voldemort and his dark minions are close 
on Harry’s heels is palpable, making small 
moments of intimacy (Ron and Hermione 
kiss like adults—then giggle with surprise 
like children) all the more precious. Tragic, 
inscrutable former professor Severus Snape 
now emerges as a key player in Harry’s fate. 
And as played with mysterious, concentrated 
power by Alan Rickman, Snape’s character is 
so vividly established that even the shadowed 
silhouette of his Byronic black hair and cape 
triggers an immediate audience response. 
(Composer Alexandre Desplat assists with a 


score that tunes in to our collective aural 
memory of Potter movies past; production 
designer Stuart Craig excites our collective 
tactile senses with a finale-size wealth of 
evocative objects.) 

In the end—the end before the movie mani- 
festation of Rowling's gentle epilogue—Harry 
and his friends are, of course, much older than 
when they first caught the Hogwarts Express 
from Platform 9%, And yet, united with their 
classmates and teachers to defend the school 
that shaped them (and also shaped more than 
one generation of readers and moviegoers), 
they’re still so very young. Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows—Part 2 leaves us with the 
dawning, awesome recognition that the world 
is huge, fraught, enigmatic, magical, danger- 
ous, delightful, and, ultimately, the responsibil- 
ity of young people who must first find their 
own footing. That’s quite an accomplishment 
for a story about a boy with a wand. A=

There are few comedy pleasures better 
suited to the medium of movies than that of 
watching supposedly normal people behave 
terribly.

Everything naughty is a 
little bit nicer with, for instance, Billy Bob 
Thornton in the title role in Bad Santa. To 
this sweet list of sour-ball comedies we can 
now add Horrible Bosses, a bouncy, well-built, 
delightfully nasty tale of resentment, des- 
peration, and amoral revenge that does for 
employer/employee relations what Danny 
DeVito and Bette Midler did for the bonds 
of matrimony in the great 1986 Zucker- 
Abrahams-Zucker comedy Ruthless People.

Each boss is certifiably, HR-violation 
horrible in this tale of hostile work environ- 
ments directed (with good pacing honed on 
episodes of The Office, Modern Family, and 
Parks and Recreation) by Seth Gordon. Cor- 
porate manager Nick (Jason Bateman, the 
voice of exasperated reason) works for a 
sadistic control freak (Kevin Spacey, right 
in his zone); accountant/genial skirt-chaser 
Kurt (SNL’s Jason Sudeikis) reports to a 
corrupt, coked-up party guy (Colin Farrell, 
hilarious in his prosthetic transformation) 
who’s running a family business into the 
ground (and polluting the ground while he’s 
at it); and dental assistant Dale (It’s Always 
Sunny in Philadelphia’s Charlie Day, fussing 
and squeaking impressively) endures 
outsize sexual harassment from a dentist 
(Jennifer Aniston, thrilled to talk filthy). 

What is first broached as a joke among 
the three buddies—why not kill one another's 
worst nightmare?—slowly coagulates into 
a vague plan, which snowballs into specific 
chaos, which leads to... Well, to tell would 
be horrible. Let’s just say that these middle- 
class, lily-white novice hitmen make the 
mistake of seeking gangsta advice from a 
seary-looking black dude who calls himself 
Motherf---er Jones and who, played with 
sly zing by Jamie Foxx, sets just the right 
tone for Horrible Bosses. The movie is equal 
parts outrageous (did Aniston really say 
that?), raunchy (did Sudeikis really stick 
that toothbrush there?), and reassuring

From Patty Hearst to O.J. Simpson 
to Lindsay Lohan to Casey Anthony, 
the people who seize and hold our 
imagination in tabloid news stories 
don’t just do so because they’re at 
the center of grippingly lurid events. 
When these stories really connect, 
it’s because the people in them have 
an aura, an inimitable tawdry glow. 
(John Waters said, “Everyone looks 
better under arrest.” The best tabloid 
subjects look fantastic under arrest.) 
Joyce McKinney, the crazy-love 
Southern belle at the heart of Errol 
Morris’ succulent, fascinating, and 
bizarrely touching documentary 
Tabloid, is one of those people. 

You probably haven’t heard of 
her, but back in 1977 she was a 
former beauty-queen contestant 
who gave up everything to stalk and 
possess the man of her dreams. He 
was a Mormon, and what happened 
blew up into a scandal that kept on 
giving. True love. Religious rage. 
Kidnapping. Bondage. The girl next 
door-turned-secret prostitute. 
And dog cloning! In photographs 
and home movies from the time, 
Joyce McKinney has a flirty kitten- 
with-a-whip innocence—she’s like 


Veronica Lake in go-go boots—and 
Morris, interviewing her now, 
doesn’t have to do much coaxing. 
She’s perky and articulate and 
outrageously self-justifying. She 
offers her version of how, and why, 
she tailed her lover, Kirk Anderson, 
to England, abducted him from a 
Mormon meetinghouse, and took 
him to a cottage where she bound 
him to a bed and had sex with him 
for three days. The story may sound 
like an erotically charged version 
of Stephen King’s Misery, but 
McKinney, who’s very lucid about 
her own obsessiveness, convinces 
you that she wasn’t just deranged 
but a true romantic out to save a 
man she felt (not without some 
evidence) had been brainwashed. 
She used sex to deprogram him. 

That’s the tip of the salacious 
iceberg. Why retell this story now? 
Morris, interviewing the Fleet 
Street reporters and photographers 
who covered the events at the time, 
wants to deconstruct the addictive, 
almost metastasizing power of how 
tabloid news stories work on us. At 
88 minutes, Tabloid is short and 
sweet (it’s pure movie candy), but by 
the end we’ve forged an emotional 
connection to Joyce McKinney at 
the deep core of her unapologetic 
fearless/nutty valor. And that’s what 
really makes a great tabloid story: 
It’s a vortex that’s also a mirror.

Kevin James was fine as an affable sitcom

Cowboy Curtis on Pee-wee’s Playhouse, and South Central | 
Los Angeles was largely thought of, if it was thought of at 
all, as a miserable hellhole teeming with Crips, crack, and 
Uzis. Singleton’s coming-of-age drama changed all of that, 
turning him and much of his cast into Hollywood stars and 
humanizing the beleaguered residents of L.A’s simmering | 
inner city. At the time, it was a revelation: a deeply in- 
formed look at a hidden world where real human beings 
loved and laughed and hoped amid the gunfire. 
Two decades later, though, the movie often plays like 
the world’s most potty-mouthed after-school special. 
Despite strong performances from Fishburne and acting 
| newbie Ice Cube, Boyz suffers from some wooden writing | 
and a hilariously schlocky instrumental score that’s totally | 
at odds with the film’s gritty realism; some scenes now 
feel as dated as the movie's high-top-fade haircuts. As 
important as it remains historically, it just doesn’t 
hold up well in the age of The Wire, an 
incomparably more nuanced and 
sophisticated take on urban misery.

that Boyz N the Hood's cultural significance outweighs 
its artistic achievement. 

And yet in spite of the movie’s weaknesses, its core story 
continues to resonate. Two good kids, Tre Styles (Cuba 
Gooding Jr.) and Ricky Baker (Morris Chestnut), try to 
survive South Central’s stew of violence and degradation, 
one with the firm guidance of an upstanding father (Fish- 
burne), the other with just a mom and a street-hardened 
half brother (Ice Cube). “Any fool with a d--- can make a 
baby, but only a real man can raise his children,” says 
Fishburne’s character (the excellently named Furious 
Styles), laying out one of the movie’s key themes. At the 
still-wrenching climax, it’s hard not to be moved by both 
the kids’ struggles and Furious’ commitment to his son. 

This 20th-anniversary edition is a bit thin on , 
recycling a John Singleton commentary track, a decent 
making-of documentary, and other leftovers from previ- 

ous DVD releases while adding a new featurette on the 
film’s lasting relevance. Tacking on the corny early-’90s 
music video for Tevin Campbell's soundtrack 
contribution, “Just Ask Me To,” certainly doesn’t 
make the film feel any fresher.

Depressed after getting 
dumped by his girlfriend for an Aryan- 
jock ski captain, he eventually falls for 
the charms of the French exchange stu- 
dent across the street. Aside from this, 
the “plot” mainly consists of a collection 
of casually surrealistic and instantly 
memorable recurring gags, like Howard 
Cosell-impersonating Japanese drag rac- 
ers and an unrelenting paperboy out ona 
never-ending quest for his “two dollars!” 
Genuinely funny, surprisingly cohesive, 
and more quotable than the Bible, Better 
Off Dead... is definitely a time capsule, 
but its appeal hasn’t gotten old.

ACK IN 2005, George R.R. Martin 
released A Feast for Crows, the 
fourth book in his fantasy series 

A Song of Ice and Fire (the basis 
for HBO’s hit show Game of 
Thrones). Despite its almost-800-page 
length, Crows was only half a novel, 
really. The author admitted that 
the sheer size of his ambitious nar- 
rative had forced him to split one 
planned book in two. What’s more, many of his most beloved 
characters were absent from Crows. 

But now the second half of that tale has arrived. And if 
Crows was only half a novel, A Dance With Dragons is its 
opposite: By turns thrilling, funny, scary, emotionally dev- 
astating, oddly inspirational, and just plain grand, it feels 
like a compilation of several different great fantasy novels 
as it pulls together the disparate characters’ story lines. 
The imp Tyrion Lannister finds himself on a genuine quest, 
traveling by land and sea. Jon Snow, hero of the icy north, 
is building an army to battle an ancient evil. Daenerys 
Targaryen, the Dragon Queen, must contend with far more 
human concerns, ruling a rowdy city-state whose govern- 
ment rivals The Wire’s Baltimore in complexity. There’s 
a pirate lord sailing through mystical waters, a warrior 
princess rebelling against kings, and an imprisoned 
traitor-prince brutalized by his captors. (And these last 
three are all members of the same family!) But Dragons is 
also a brilliantly unified work: Each character is struggling, 
in his or her own way, to create order out of chaos. 

Halfway through, one character says, “A reader lives a 
thousand lives before he dies. The man who never reads 
lives only one.” In Dragons, “a thousand lives” is a low 
estimate. This is top-notch kitchen-sink storytelling— 
part straightforward pulp, part high fantasy—that will 
leave you thirsty for more. 
Luckily, Martin has two 
more books on the way. But 
let’s not rush the man, peo-

The Memory 
Of All That 


Katharine Weber

The Memory of All That is less 
a family memoir than a 
family biography. Which is 
good, because Weber’s kin 
are more than fascinating 
enough to stand on their own 
without the embellishments of 
personal memory—especially her maternal 
grandmother, the composer Kay Swift, 
whose 10-year affair with George Gershwin 
is the primary melodic theme around 
which the book is structured. Complicating 
matters was that for 7 out of those 10 years, 
Swift was married to another man, James 
Warburg, a member of a preeminent bank- 
ing family and an adviser to FDR. There is 
plenty to unpack in this multidirectional 
relationship, and Weber does her best to 
evoke its more tender elements with 
writing that is both loving and distanced. 
But these high-society emotional escapades 
contrast with the book’s other major figure, 
Weber’s father. An aggressively unfaithful 
and relentlessly self-promoting movie 
producer, he yearned desperately for his 
own legacy, like that of his famous in-laws. 
The grand irony is that in his search, he 
neglected the one thing that could ensure 
his memory lived on: his family. A- 


QUICK TAKES 


The Devil All the Time 
Donald Ray Pollock

Knockemstiff, Ohio,

After setting a 
celebrated book of short stories 
there, Pollock returns to the same geo- 
graphic and metaphorical stomping 
ground with this unrepentantly dark 
debut novel about sexual violence, 
emotional violence, and plain old 
violence violence. Two of the subplots 
concern horrific preachers, but the 
most unsettling story of all involves 
married serial killers looking for 
hapless guys to degrade and murder. 
Pollock is an impassioned writer, but 
in The Devil All the Time he doesn’t 
add much to what we already know 
about the obscenities that hide out in 
the human heart.

A Death in Summer 
Benjamin Black

Black's previous novel, 
Elegy for April, was an 
impressive disappear- 
ing act of a mystery, 
akin to pulling a rabbit 
out of a hat and then 
revealing that there 
actually was no hat after all. His latest 
featuring the pathologist-turned- 
crime solver Quirke is somewhat less 
magical. The prose sparkles as always— 
both Black and his true identity, the 
more respectable John Banville, very 
rarely have a word out of place. But this 
time out, the lyrical sleight of hand can’t 
mask the lazily turning plot mechanics 
in which the murder that’s ostensibly 
driving the story—the suspicious shot- 
gun suicide of a Dublin newspaper 
tycoon—comes off as strangely 
incidental. It’s still a good show, but 
there appears to be much more mis- 
direction than real direction. B —KS
